ANTIQUE POST OFFICE METHODS 
A postman's lot, iikc a policeman's, is not 


a happy one. Some of us, during the Christ- 
mas season just past, may have squandered 
a sympathetic thought on the mail carrier 
and other postal employes as they struggled 
through tho annual blizzard of letters and 
packages. But for the rest of Ihe year we 
lake his unhappy lot for granted. 


However, 
Ihe Hoover Commission has 


been giving plenty of thought to that un- 
happy lot in the course of ils monumental 
inquiry into ineflicicnt government opera- 
lions. H has estimated, in a preliminary re- 
port, that 5200 and 5300 million a year might 
ho saved in the post office department 
through changes and modernization. 


Meanwhile, an idea of what might be done 


is given by Lester Velie, writing in Colliers 
magazine. The United States Post'Office is 
the world's biggest "employer and runs the 
world's biggest business, he points out.' Yet 
some of its operations aren't even of the 
horse-and-buggy era. For all our mechaniza- 
tion and speed today, the postman still 
trudges his rounds loting a heavy sack, just 
as he has clone since city mail delivery began. 


What motorized assistance he does have 


is out of date, Mr. Vclic adds. Postal truck 
bodies must be four feet off the ground, for 
that is the standard height of loading plat- 
forms. But postmen say that loading lakes 
about half an hour a day, after which they 
must spend seven and a half .hours hoisting 
themselves in and out of the vehicle. 


Thesn trucks are tough on the men who 


ride if horn and also, tough on the taxpayer's 
pockctbook. The custom-built antiques cart- 
not be turned out quickly or inexpensively. 
Some truck builders will not bid for post 
office business, Mr. Velie says. And an order 
for 1<580 new "old" trucks last summer cost 
5500,000 more than modern trucks would 
have. 


The letter carriers' union, the article 


slates, -would like to see some ancient meth- 
ods and machines replaced by a mobile post 
office and a sorting machine. The mobile post 
office would be a light, inexpensive, low- 
slung truck with a detachable aluminum 
sorting case. It would.carry parcel post as 
well as .letters, and would pick up mail from 
storage boxes, Housewives could mail pack- 
ages and buy stamps, money orders and such 
from the truck, instead of having to go per- 
haps a mile to a post office of substation.

is tlnil while the poor get excellent free service 
and tin; rich can afford excellent private service, 
the middle group, parlicu'larly the white-collar, 
middle-class fixed-earners,-have a hard lime meet- 
ing doctor and hospital bills.

However, in a 
long illness the proper kinds and amounts oC food 
and the way food is served are most important, it'

latoes; breads and cereals—enriched or whole 
grain.

tructivenuss in the serving of the foods is import- 
ant. An attractive tray of food starts the- digestive 
juices Mowing in Ihe month, stomach and i n . t h e 
small intestines. ".Large, messy servings often are 
revolting, not only to the sick, but Lo the well." 


As to quantities of the above foods, Ihe physi- 


cian should havp the patient lake daily 1 pint 'of 
milk; oiv egg; 4 ounces of meat, fish or poultry; 
2 servings CI cup) of vegetables, one of which is 
green or yellow; and 2 servings of fruits, one of 
which is citrus (orange or grapefruit). 


Where- animal proteins—meat, pggs, fish—are 


nol available, then vegetable proteins—peas, beans 
and oatmeal—arc good substitutes; tomatoes and 
raw cabbage can take llie place of citrus fruits.

One of the least understandable creatures 


of the automobile age is the hit-and-run 
driver. 


It is suicl that to err is human.' Probably' 


human frailty is such that the most careful 
driver may sometime be involved in an acci- 
dent for which he seems responsible. At the 
other extreme, many accidents are caused by 
drivers who are completely careless, or who 
have muddled their senses with drink until 
they can no longer control their cars. Some- 
where between these hvo extremes are most, 
of the drivers in accidents. 


But if the driver was human in the error 


which brought him to a mishap, he certainly 
abandons all humanity if he then speeds 


away -and leaves his victim lying ,in the 
street. .The act in such case becomes one of 
callous brutality. 


If the aim of the law were to punish the 


guilty according to their crimes, it would be 
hard to imagine a penalty equal in magni- 
tude to the offense of the hit-and-run driver. 
Since the aim, at least in theory, is to pre- 
pare the offender for return to. society, it 
is equally hard to conceive a, way to instill 
humanity in the mind of such a person.
